Colored Cotton-Pickers Arrested for Al- 
leged Rioting Taken from the Officers 
and Hanged from a Sycamore Tree—Ter- 
rible Result of a Strike in Lee County— 
A Battle in the River Bottoms with the 
Sheriff's Posse. ; 

Mempuis, Tenn., Oct. 1.—| Special. ]—Nine 
negroes were hanged last evening by an 
armed mob as they were being conveyed by 
Sheriffs from Cat Island to Marriana, Ark. 
Two of the same gang were shot earlier in the 
day, one in bemg cantured and the other by 
an armed posse. 

A week ago the negroes of LeeCounty, Ark., 
began a strike for higher wages for cotton 
picking and were excited to deeds of lawless- 
ness by worthless negroes of this city who 
have no trade or occupation other than 
loafing, crap shooting, and loud talk- 
ing. The gin-house on the J. F. Frank 
plantation was burned Friday night and the 
overseer, Thomas Miller, waylaid and-killed 
Saturday. The rioters then made for the 
Mississippi Riyer, hoping to escape to this 
city, where they would be safe, They were 
closely followed, however, and Saturday night 
two of them—Patterson and Peyton—were 
discovered by the parties in pursuit. When 
called on to surrender they refused to do so 
and were fired on by the officers, but not until 
they had shot at the deputies. Both men 
were wounded, but not seriously. 


Capture of the Rioters. 

Yesterday Deputy Sheriff Frank Mills of Lee 
County got on the trail of the rioters and moved 
steadily upon them in the almost impenetrable 
jungle. Their place of hiding is in the river 
bottoms where there are 20,000 acres covered 
with tall cypress trees, with an undergrowth of 
cane twenty feet high and matted together with 
bramble briers and creepers until e is al- 
most impossible except on foot, 2 at 
that. The posse, numbering six, finally came 
upon Peyton and Patterson, and as soon as 
the negroes saw they were discovered they 
opened fire upon the posse, which was re- 
turned with deadly effect, Peyton being killed 
outright and Patterson being wounded 
in three places about the body. Patter- 
son feigned dead, but Mills discovered 
his trick, chained him, and moved him to the 
landing to put him on the Lee, with a view of 
bringing him to Marianna, via Helena. As the 
Lee landed at Hackley’s the boat was met by 
armed white men, who came on board and de- 
manded Patterson. Mills had the wounded 
and terrified negro chained to a heavy piece 
of machinery in the barber-shop of the boat, 
and knowing resistance to be madness, sur- 
rendered him to the band.

COLLAPSE OF “THE WIZARD” AT THE 
ä MISSOURI PAOIFI0O MEETING. 
— s 
Confirmation of an Alarming Report Con- 
cerning the Great Speculator’s Health— 
He Breaks Into Tears and Acknowl- 
edges His Inability te Express Himself 
~Rears Make a Rald on Rock Island 
and Burlingten Stocks—Gould Securities 
Tabooed, 

New Yorx, Oct. 1.—[Special.]—Jay Gould 
is a sick man. His health has not been good 
for years, but is now still in a more shattered 
condition than ever. From time to time re- 
porte are circulated in Wall street for purely 
stock jobbing purposes that the great specu- 
lator has broken down; that he is at the point 
of death; some times the story even goes that 
be is dead. Therefore when a story of this 
nature is circulated through the financial 
center the experienced observer generally re- 
gards it with distrust and waite for definite 
confirmation. Stories about Gould’s 
bad health make their appear- 
ance periodically. Sometimes they are 
based on truth, but more often they are not. 
There is reason to suspect that Mr. Gould 
himself has sometimes connived at these false 
reports to influence the market. It is not sur- 
prising that Wall street men were skeptical 
today when the old story came around that 
Gould was down again and that he was in béd 
in his doctor’s hanus. It is safe to say that 
not one man in ten believed that there was 
any other foundation for it than the desire of 
Mr. Gould and his following to bear the price 
of stocks, 

In the course of a thorough inquiry into the 
matter, however, a TUN reporter learned 
a startling story which seemed to prove that 
this time at least rumor has told the truth, 
From good authority—from a gentleman who 
was present, in fact—he obtained the positive 
declaration that Mr. Gould was seized with a 
fainting fit at the meeting of the Missouri 
Pacific Board of Directors Wednesday after- 
noon. Tho attack was brief, but the scene is 


described as dramatic while it lasted. It was 
told to Tun Tann man about as follows:

If the pessimists cf the street really believe 
that Gould and his bear friends can turn this 
continent topsy-turvy to make their specula- 
tive game, then the sooner those pessimists 
save themselves by retiring to Asia the better 
for them and for the street. A considerable 
short interest has been created as a result of 
today’s operations, While some further re-

BANKERS AND BROKERS KICK. 


Red-Tape Ruling by Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Nettleton. 

New York, Oct. 1.—[Special. ]—Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury A. B. Nettleton sent 
a letter to Mosbacher & Co., importers, of No, 
105 Water street today, which will arouse an 
indignant protest from bankers and others 
who receive gold coin and bullion from Eu- 
rope, because of the additional custom-house 
red tape which is made necessary. The letter 
contains the following Treasury Departmen 
ruling: : 

You are informed that the rules and regulations 
of the department require the reproduction of 
consular invoices on importations of gold and sil- 
ver pieces (coins) and gold and silver — 

As gold silver are im ported free of entry 
no consular certificates have ever been re- 
quired, All the big banking houses which 1m- 
port gold will be put to delay and inconven- 
1ence, to say nothing of the loss of interest, on 
large shipments of gold by the enforcement 
of the new order. They will protest to the 
Secretary of the Treasury.

OUTPUT OF ANTHRACITE. 


Probability That the Production for the 
Month Will Bethe Largest Ever Known. 
New York, Oct. 1.—[ Special. — The re- 

turns from the anthracite carrying companies 

indicate that the output for the current month 
will be the largest ever known, and that for 
the coming month will even surpass this. Two 
years of mild winters have used up the supply. 
This may seem a paradox, but the fact is 
that though peorle have lived much closer 
and burned less coal for domestic purposes 
the consumption for manufacturing purposes 
has steadily increased. The average amount 
curried has been falling off every year on ac- 
count of the readiness with which the cus- 
tomer could be supplied. Thus the available 
supply in yards has diminished as well, and 
dealers carry less coal than they used 
to when the companies were only 
too anxious to deliver coal and wait 
for payment. It is probable that the 
amount of coal sold in advance on time 
payments has never been smalier than it now 
is in proportion to the weekly production, and 
the com gee are steadily approaching a cash 
basis. e consumption has grown so that 


even with the large 1 of the current | 


year the old stocks have been largely drawn 
upon. For this reason it would not be surpris- 
ing to see a demand sufficient to keep the 
collieries fully employed through the next two 
months, and the profits to the railroads will 
necessarily be large, because the cutting of

WANTS THE COMPANY PROPERTY SOLD. 


Merry War Over the Plant of a Rolling 
Stock Corporation, 

There is a merry war over the property of 
the United States Rolling Stock company, 
which several months ago went into the hands 
of a receiver. Yesterday one of the English 
holders of an interest in the property filed a 
bill in the United States Cireuit Court to fore- 
close a mortgage given by the company. He 
also asks that the entire plant of the con:pany 
be sold for the benefit of the holders of 5 per 
cent debenture bonds issued to the amount of 
$2,500,000. The complainant in the suit is 
William Brander of London. He recites 
that June 26, 1889, the company 
in order to provide money to pay off or retire 
its 6 per cent debentures issued Jan. 1, 1883, 
to the amount of $1,000,000, and also of an 
issue of first mortgage bonds to the amount 
of $250,000, decided to issue consolidated first 
mortgage 5 per cent debentures to the amount 
of £500,000 bearing date of July, 1889, and 
payable in 1919. A trust deed or mortgage 
securing these securities was given to the Cen- 
tral Trust company of New York as trustee. 
Debentures to the amount of $1,000,000 were 
sold, and these are now valid obligations of 
the company. It is charged that none of the 
first mortgage bonds have ever been presented 
to or received by the trustee in exchange for the 
consolidated tirst mortgage bonds or for 
payment or retirement of them, and that the 
remainder of the 2,500 debentures of the 
5,000 that were authorized have not been cer- 
tified to or delivered by the trustee. The 
court is also asked to enjoin the holders of the 
old issue of securities of 1883 from inuter- 
fering with the foreclosure proceedings now 
begun. Judge Blodgett appointed Adolph 
Hegéwisch receiver of tne last issue of securi- 
ties, Mr. Hegewisch is also the receiver of 
the company’s property at present. :

SPECTATORS WILL BE CARED FOR. 


Completing Arrangements for the Unveil- 
ing of the Grant Monument. 

In connection with the unveiling of the 
Grant monument Oct. 7 arrangements have 
been perfected for the disposition of the pro- 
cessionists and the expected muititude of spec- 
tators in Lincoln Park. Gen. Joseph Stock- 
ton, accompanied by Inspector Schaack, went 
over the ground yesterday, and the latter was 
advised as to the necessary police arrangements 
by the General. The procession will reach 
Lincoln Park by the Lake Shore drive at the 
North avenue entrance. Here a barrier will 
be placed when the procession has entered the 
park so that no vehicles can foliow. The space 
around the monument for the processionists 
alone will be ro off. This space will ex- 
tead north of the monument about 600 feet to 
the path leading across one of the lake 
bridges. South of the monument ropes will 
be placed about 100 feet south of the electric 
fountain. These dividing lines will extend in 
each case east to the new regatta course. 
West the spectators will be allowed to ap- 
proach the of the road which skirts the 
monument. All the space outside these boun- 
daries and the entire new Lake Shoredrive will 
be open to the public. No vehicles will be 
permitted on the new drive, so that the view 
cf the spectators here will not be obstructed. 
For the convenience of those desiring to view 
the ceremonies from the new drive a tempor- 
ary bridge will be thrown: across the break in 
the esplanade which is at present used for 
the entrance of vessels into the regatta course. 
For the further convenience of persons reach- 
ing the park from the northern end three pon- 
toon bridges will cross the regatta course and 
connect the new drive with the mainland. The 
gunboats will anchor about 600 feet east of

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A HOME INSURANCE SECRET E. 
BY CIVIL SUITS, | 


The Discharged Chicago Agent of the Com- 


pany Was Short $30,000 in His A- 


. rr 


ments Made By the Attor- 
neys for Kellogg and the Company. . 
Several suits were instituted in the United 
States Courts yesterday by Weigley, Bulkley & 
Gray, attorneys for the Home Life Insurance 
company, against. Edgar H. Kellogg. The 
suits make public shortages in Mr.. Kellogg’s 
accounts heretofore known to few. For 
twenty-two years Mr. Kellogg was the Chicago 
representative of the Home Life Insurance 
company of Brooklyn, N. T1. He entered the 
employment of the organization ix 1869 and 
last February his services were dispensed 
with, At that time according tc his own con- 
fession he was $23,000 short in his accounts; 
subsequently it was developed that the 
amount of the shortage would reach $30,000, 
or more. He gave his notes and other 
securities for $23,000, and the trouble was 
unknown except to Mr. Kellogg’s immediate 
family and the company’s officers. 
As Mr. Kellogg ranked high among insur- 
ance men there was inuch surprise experienced 
by writers of policies winter when he 


left the home offices to take a general 


agency for the Equitable Life, with an office 
in the Chamber of Commerce Building. His 
salary with the Home company was $6,000 
per year under a long term contract, and his 


commissions on policies ranged from $6,000 | 


to $9,000, making his income from $12,000 to 
$15,000. The legal proceedings disclose the 
reasons for Mr. Kellogg’s business change. 
He failed to meet the notes he had given in 
settlement when they fell due, and examina- 
tion of his books showing further deficits the 
entire matter was brought into court. 

There are seven suits in all. The first is for 
a foreclosure of a mortg on the defend- 
ant’s home in Hyde Park, No. 42 Fifty-third 
street, given to secure a note for $17,000. The 
second is to foreclose a mortgage for $500 on 
Park Ridge property. Then there is a bill 
asking for an accounting; another is for 
$11,526 balance due on a promissory note 
given by Mr. Kellogg; the fifth petition is for 
the collection of notes for $5,000 anda $3,000, 
given by Mr. and Mrs. Kellogg. The son, 
Edgar B. Kellogg, is made defendant in a 

roceed to recover $3,000 on a note given 
by him to his father and which was turned in 
as collateral. Sylvester Kellogg is defendant 
under similar circumstances, the claim being 


$2,600. 

George H. Ripley of New York, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the company, has been re several 
days endeavoring to secure a satisfactory ad- 
justment.

How the Shortage Was Created, 

Frank S. Weigley, senior member of the 
firm which has charge of the companied’ legal 
business, said: 

In January, 1891, Kellogg was informed 
that the auditor of the company would visit 
Chicago and make a thorough inspection of 
his books. He immediately visited the offi- 
cers of the company in New York and con- 


fessed that he was short in his accounts. The | 


auditor began work and within a few weeks 
developed a shortage of about $23,000, which 
was conceded by Kellogg.. Kellogg was dis- 
charged by the company and called upon to 
make good his shortage. He then gave to 
the company the notes and securities in- 
volved in the several suits begun today. 
The company continued the examination of 
the accounts and has since developed addi- 
tional shortages to the extent of several thou- 
sand dollars. It has been discovered that in 
one instance he receipted for premiums nine 
years in advance has been for several 
years reporting it as paid ‘yearly, leaving the 
company now liable on the policy. The com- 
pany also charges that he employed agents at 
one price and reported em at greater 
figures the company, thus pocketi 
the difference. In the latter part o 
June, 1890, Kellogg induced the company to 
make a more favorable contract with him by 
which he would be -entitled, upon leaving the 
company, to a renewal interest for a series of 
years on the business done by his office. The 
bill filed seeks to cancel this contract upon 
the ground that it was obtained by Kellogg 
by fraud, he ane oer from the com- 
pany at the time his shortages. The deficit 
covers a period of several years and could not 
have been kept from the knowledge of the 
company had it not been that from time to 
time he would pay up the old sho and 
create new ones, so that the actual shortage 
covers only a short period of time.“ 

Prior to 1869 Kellogg was emplo by 
the company as agent. In that year he was 
given charge of the Western agents at asalary 
of $4,000. This was increased to $5,000, and 
last year was raised to $6,000. 


STATEMENT OF KELLOGGQ’S ATTORNEY. 


His Version Places the Insurance Company 
in a Discreditable Position. 

B. F. Cummings, attorney for Mr. Kellogg, 
said last evening that it was a scheme with a 
history back of it that had been concocted to 
force Mr. Kellogg out of his Chicago position, 
and at thesame time to vitiate the contract 
that he held with the company, which was 
worth $50,000. Mr. Kellogg, he said, had 
gone in debt to the company when he 
bought out Mr. Stryker, in obtaining 
the Chicago agency years ago and the com- 
pany had held the whip hand over him ever 
since by keeping him in debt to them. 

“His to indebtedness last February,” 
said Mr. Cummings, when the final state- 
ment was made out, was between $23,000 and 
$24,000. By turning over vouchers and adver- 
tising accounts he reduced this to $17,000, 
This amount was covered by a $6,000 mort- 
gage of-thirteen years’ standing and $4,000 iu 
notes well secured. ‘The other $7,000 was 
on open accounts which were owed with the 
full knowledge and consent of the company. 
Mr. Kellogg held a contract with the com- 
yany by 3 he or his heirs wers to receive 
15 cent of all the business done in his ter- 
ritory for one year after he left the employ of 
the company, 5 per cent of ail business 
done by himself and 
appoin by him during ten years after 
he left the company, Mr. Ripley, the new 
Vice-President and ing President of the 
company, offered him $5,000 12 and the 
rental of his mortgaged home until May 1 for 
the surrender of this contract, at the same 
time telling me that if I did not induce him to 
accept he would expose and ruin Kellogg. 
Today at 9 o’clock Mr. Ripley telephoped me 
and told me tt at I would have to gome to 
some agreement before 10:45, as at that) time 
he would take a train for New York, By(10:15 
a proposition was delivered to him. It seems 
clear that he intended all along to 
coerce Mr. Kellogg into accepti his 
offer and that he must have dictated t ar- 
ticle to an afternoon paper even before his 
bills were filed in the court this morning, as 
the court does not open until 9 o’clock and 
the paper is printed before 11 o’cloek. 

~The fact is that Mr. Ripley, ever since suc- 
ceeding his father in the control of com- 
pany, has been jealous of Mr. Kellogg. Last 
February he ousted Mr. Kellogg to make way, 
for W. A. Newell, a relative 5 marriage. 
When he did this he offered Mr. Kellogg the 
general Eastern agency of the company 
at a large salary. Although an 
Eastern company. two-thirds of its business 
has been done in Chicago. Last year it wrote 
in all $7,000,000 of insurance, of which Mr. 
Kellogg sent in 35,000,000.“ 

‘Where did Mr. Kellogg's money go to?” 

„He was generous to his friends and family 
and thought it his duty to entertain at his 
own expense every general agent of his who 
came to Chicago. This was one of the reasons 
of his phenomenal success. He also paid 
traveling expenses to agents whom he sent 
into new fields, and the company has system- 
atically refused to reimburse him.”’

silver, or paper, shall be of equal paying and 

power.“ This declaration is ac 
companied with a demand for the coinage of 
an illimitable number of dollars with 371 
grains of silver on an alleged ratio to gold of 
16 to 1, while the actual commercial ratio is 
A to 1. 

The tree nag a dbb bes tasieh that such 
a three-quarter dollar issued in limitless 
amounts would have the same “ paying and 
purchasing power asa gold dollar. Proba- 
bly they think the two words mean the same 
thing. There is a material difference between 
them, however. It is within the range of 
the arbitrary power of the government to coin 
a dollar worth only 75 or 60 or 50 cents of a 
gold dollar, and to say that it shall be a legal 
tender. The paying power of that dollar, so 
far as old indebtedness is concerned, in the 
absence ef special contracts, is equal to that 
of a gold dollar. The man who has borrowed 
500 gold dollars can wipe out his debt by pay- 
ing over to his creditor 500 half or three- 
quarter value silverdollars. The former has 


property in his hands and the law may say he 
need retura but a part of it. 

But to give to the short-weight dollar a pur- 
chasing power equal to that of a gold dollar 
is quite another matter. That is something 
which the United States Government, power- 
ful as it is, cannot do. During the war it 
issued legal-tender notes (the paying power of 
which was as good as gold so far as existing 
debts were concerned, but the guvernment 
was utterly unable to prescribe the purchas- 
ing power of those notes. There never was a 
time during the war and for adozen years 
after it when a legal-tender paper dollar had 
the purchasing power of a gold one. 

The stumptail silver dollar of the free coin- 
age plan could not be made equal to the gold 
dollar in the purchase of goods or services, 
because those who owned or controlled them 
would not sell them except for as many of the 
short-weight dollars as they believed were the 
equivalent in gold of those goods or services. 
Sometimes during the Revolutionary War a 
squad of soldiers would force a storekeeper to 
take Continental money at its face value. 
When backed up by muskets it had equal pur- 
chasing power with gold. But as soon as the 
soldiers marched out the bottom fell out of 
the purchasing power of the money. But no 
one wishes to see money put into circulation 
after that fashion-now. 

The government cannot force a man to sur- 
render to others property which is in his pos- 
session for a smaller sum than he thinks it is 
worth. It cannot add to the purchasing power 
ofa certain number of grains of silver bull- 
ion when free Coinage is adopted by saying 
that they make a dollar“ when the market 


| says they only make 75 cents. If they do not 


make the equivalent of a gold dollar, and the 
dealer knows it, he will take the short-weight 
dollars at the actual commercial and not at 
the nominal value. 

The free coinage men must learn that the 
powers of governments are limited by natural 
laws, and that there are many things which it 
is as impossible for them to do as to regulate 
the tides or the course of the planets. 


CORN FOR THE RELIEF OF STARVING 
RUSSIANS. 

A recent dispatch from St. Petersburg to 
the London Telegraph gives a harrowing de- 
scription of the famine in Russia and the dis- 
tress which has resulted among the pea:ants 
arising from the failure of the crops. Added 
to this distress, the famine-stricken district 
has been ravaged by destructive fires, and a 
cattle plague has caused incredible havoc, In 
many of the provinces the wretched people 
have had todepend upon the sweepings and 
refuse of flour mills which the land-owners 
would not even feed to their cattle. In others 
the people have lived upon so-called hunger 
bread,” composed of dried dung, powdered 
bark of trees, ground peas, and pig weed. 
There are thirteen provinces in which the peo- 
ple are completely famine-stricken and eight 
others in which a partial famine prevails, and 
when these poor wretches fail to pay the taxes 
still extorted from them the knout is used by 
the officials. 

The same dispatch says that the trouble is 
chiefly due to the government, which was 
well aware that a famine was imminent and 
delayed taking any action until it was too late. 
It is not too late, however, now to relieve it 
and prevent the further spread of the famine. 
We have in this country acorn crop oftwothou- 
sand million bushels. If the Russian Govern- 
ment were alive to its duty an# the prompt- 
ings of humanity it would make provision for 
buying large quantities of this corn in the dry 
meal and using it for the relief of its suffering 
people. Say that there are 50 millions in Rus- 
sia. Four bushels of corn would be sufficient 
per head, or a total of 200 millions, which we 


cattie and our corn-eaters. The Russian Gov- 
ernment should buy at least this quantity and 
then tell the people how to prepare and cook 
it. The Russians have a little corn of an 
inferior quality which is grown there, but 
they are wofully ignorant how to use corn at 
all. If they could get corn-meal, such as 20 
millions of our people use, and learn how to 
prepare it in mush, pone, and corn cakes, 
they would soon cease to be hungry, and at the 
same time they would learn a most useful food 
lesson in a cereal which is just as wholesome 
and nutritious as their wheat or rye. It would 
be a practical way of reheving distress. When 
such away offers itself it is incredible that 
the government should stand idly by while its 
people are starving on such stuff asis men- 
tioned in the dispatches. 
FREIGHT RATES FOR THE FAIR. 

The agents of the rail freight lines have 
submitted, their ultimatum of charges to be 
exacted on the transportation of foreign goods 
from the seaboard to the Fair grounds im this 
city. The published schedule includes the 
cost of switching and of transfer from the 
railroad tracks to the inside of the big build- 
ings, which makes the figures seem higher 
than they would be if made on the basis of 
mileage alone. But they are too high, and

No man west of the Missis- 
sippi has been chosen, nor one from any State 
admitted since 1816, with the ert 8 of 
Maine. 

The leading candidates for the Speake ship 
this winter will be Mills of Texas, Cri p of 
Georgia, and Springer of Illinow. Georgia 
had a Speaker once in Howell Cobb, who was 
afterward Buchanan’s Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. Illinois and Texas never have had one. 
The former bemg the oldest of the two, hav- 
ing been a State for seventy-three years, 
ought to carry off the prize. Probably it 
would do so if Mr. Springer were behaving 
himself, which he is aot doing. He is wan- 
dering around the State of Iowa, scolding at 
the Republicans for giving the country free 
sugar, and is clamoring for free trade dnd in- 
creased importations of foreign goods, while 
he ought to be explaining to his hearers that 
there is a yearly leak of a hundred millions in 
the Latin-American trade alone, which is 
draiumg the country of its gold or piling up 
American stocks and bonds in Europe, which | 
will have to be redeemed in fhat metal. He 
should explain that the prosperity of the 
United States depends on its increasing the 
volume of its exports of goods rather than of 
imports to be paid for in bonds and gold, and 
that the only way to do it is through Blaine's 
reciprocity policy. If Springer will take that 
ground and quit tailing after Mills he will 
have a better chance of success. 


OCEAN MOVEMENT OF GOLD. 

The reimportations of gold by the United 
States now amount to about $10,000 000, or a 
little more than one-eighth of the amount ex- 
ported during the first seven months of this 
year. The prospect a continued flow in 
this direction, to pay for our breadstuffs, lends 
interest to the following tabular statem:

The 
other years of moderately large gold surplus 
were 1887 and 1888, when similar conditions 
prevailed to a smaller extent. Our consump-

there, the money being kept in bank there 
for the purpose of meeting indebtedness 
incurred by tourists, as well as by 
purchasers of foreign goods to be im- 
ported by American houses. The movement 
of gold across the ocean is simply in keeping 
within moderate bounds the balances between 
banking houses here and in the Old World, 
those being determined by summing up not 
only shipments of produce and securities but 
also investments of credits in the shape of 
loans, of the magnitude, of which it is hard to 
form even an intelligent estimate, to say 
nothing of the impossibility of keeping track 
of them. 


A COLORADO MISTAKE. 
The Colorado men who are clamoring for a 
free and unlimited coinage of silver claim 
that the measure would be a source of profit 
to them. They allege a belief that they would 
be able to take their silver to the mint and get 
it comed into dollars of 37144 grains of pure 
silver in each, every one of the said dollars 
being worth as much as the dollar is now. 
Some of them claim to believe that they could 
sell their silver on the basis of 37144 grains 
fora dollar which would be the equivalent in 
purchasing power to the dollar’s worth of 
gold. But this is a huge mistake. The mo- 
ment we opened our mints to the silver of all 
the world the silver dollar would drop to its 
bullion value. There would not be any oppor- 
tunity for them to exchange their silver 
for gold at the now nominal ratio of 
one to sixteen. They claim that gold would 
stay in the country and continue to buoy up 
the mass of silver, no matter how great, that 
would be poured in upon us as soon as free 
coinage had been determined on. There are no 
less than 800,000,000 reasons to the contrary, 
in the shape of our securities for that number 
of dollars which are held abroad by Euro- 
peans. The minute those holders saw that we 
had resolved on a free and unlimited coinage 
of silver they would pour in their securities 
upon us and demand the gold in payment, 
that being the only kind of metal they recog- 
nize as worth makmg into other than subsid- 
iary coin. This movement would drain out 
our gold so speedily that the Colorado fellows 
would not be able to get hold of an ounce 
of it, nor would any of it be left 
in the country to serve as a 
guarantee for the redemption of the silver 
coin at its present par value. What gold re- 
mained here would be held out of the market 
except for sale at its bullion value as com- 
pared with silver. The gold would become a 
commodity and be treated as such, three dol- 
lars’ worth of it being rated as easily salable 
for four of the silver dollars. It is hard to see 
where the Colorado silver men would gain any 
advantage by such un arrangement, and it is 
difficult to see how they can fail to understand 
the utter absurdity ‘of the claim that in a free 
and open market sixteen ounces of silver can 
be made to buy one'ounce of gold when the 
ratio is twenty-one to one. They might as 
well ask for an act of Congress providing that 
Chicago and Denver shall hereafter stand at 
the same height above th~ sea level. 


FASSETT’S PICTURE OF TAMMANY. 

In his speech at Watertown, N. Y., the 29th 
ult., the home of his opponent—Flower—Mr, 
Fassett, the Republican nominee for Govern- 
or, sketched the following graphic picture of 
the Tammany tiger before an immense and 
enthusiastic audience:

Edward Stokes, 
with a history which shall be .nameless here; Mr, 
Scannell, with a history which shall be nameless 
here; Mr. Croker, with a history which shall be 
nameless here—the three ruling spirits of Tam- 
many Hall in the city. 

Over and above him is anotber shadow. It

There is 
coined silver to the face value of about $460,- 
000,000, which has thus far been kept at par 
with gold by the special protection of the gov- 
ernment. Withdraw that prop and protection 
and that $460,000,000 of silver would shrink at 
once $115,000,000 in value—that is, in purchas- 
ing power. So the result of the sending 
abroad of the gold to buy silver would be that 
the United States instead of having on hand 
$500,000,000 of gold and $460,000,000 of silver

Let 
them remember the maxim, uno avulsio non fle- 
ficit alter, and may peer continue to act against 
those who, in scorn of laws, force me to die 
far from my country. 

Tomorrow I shall be a dead man; today I have 
nothing to reproach myself with.

AMMONIA DOES NOT LEAVE THE BREAD. 


This Is Proven by Actual Tests in Baking 
—No Sophistry Required, 

„The fact that scientific and medical men 
and State Legislatures have not hesitated to 
talk about the subject has challenged the at- 
tention of the public to the discussion about 
the effect of ammonia and alum in food 
products. 

Aside from the claims of rival companies 
which have to deal with this question, there 
remain a few truths on which people can 
build their own conclusions. One of the 
claims made is that ammonia, when used in 
baking powder put into bread, disappears in 
the baking of t bread. To be scientific, 
the claim i ammonia is 
a volatile men of re- 
pute, chemists of unquestionable stand- 
ing, and practical business-men who 
have given the matter unbiased investigation, 
say such is not the case. opinions of t 
gentlemen have been printed. The question 
was of sufficient importance to warrant some 
of the Legislatures of the country to take it 
up and pass upon it. Before action was taken 
on the matter the committees in charge called 
chemists before them and testa were made. In 
the State of Minnesota, for~xsample, there ap- 
peared before the Senate committee in char 
of the investigation Charles W. Drew, Ph. 
M. D., analytical and consulting chemist of 
Minneapolis; Dr. W. Ebermann, chemist 
of the State Dairy and Food Commission of 
the State of Minnesota; and Prof. James A. 
Dodge, Professor of Chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. As the question was, 
‘Is ammonia a volatile salt?’ it was nec- 
essary to use in the test such baking powders 
as are acknowledged to contain ammonia. 
Baking Pow- 
der, Wood's Acme Baking Powder, and Royal 
Baking Powder. Dr. Drew found in each a 
cream of tartar powder coutaining ammonia. 
He also found in the Forest City Baking Pow- 
der an alum wder containing ammonia- 
alum, and in White Rose Baking Powder an 
alum-phosphate containing ammonia-alum. 


phatic opinion: I would not recotamend the 
use of such powders to my patients, nor would 
I use them in my own family.“ This opinion 
referred to the powders which had been used 
in making the tests. The opinion of Dr. 
Ebermann, who had made a personal test, 
in addition, was to the same effect. He 
went further and said that in the samples of 
bread made from the Royal and Rising Sun 
‘ammonia could even be detected in the sam- 
ple of bread broken when hot by the smell, 
unmistakable evidence of the presence of 
ammonia. Prof. made six tests, and 
found that the Rising Sun, the Royal, Wood’s 
Acme, and Andrew’s Pearl baking powders 
contained ammonia, and that the Forest City 
and the White Rose contained ammonia-alum, 
and found ammonia in each of the six sam- 

les of bread made from the powders named. 

he tests were sufficient to warrant the 
committee, composed of business and in- 
telligent men, to recommend the passage-of a 
bill which would require the manufacturers of 
such baking powders as contain alum and 
ammonia to have the fact printed on the pack- 
ages offered to the public, so that the con- 
sumers could not be deceived. A very signifi- 
cant hintthat ammonia and alum are not, 
when taken into the stomach, conducive to 
health, 

The Legislature of New York followed the 
lead on such an enactment, and the IIlinois 
Legislature discussed the question before their 
adjournment in the spring of 91. The ques- 
tion is now before the Legislature of Georgia. 

n Minnesota, when the question was first 
stated, the ening merchants of the two 
cities, St. Paul and Minneapolis, who deal in 
food products, addressed a communication to 
the Legislature asking it to pass the bill com- 

ling manufacturers who make goods con- 
ining food adulterants to label cans con- 
taining the same. 

The petitioners echoed the sentiment of the 
public in the use of the followiug words: “‘ As 
general dealers in food products and being 
necessarily without the skilled information to 
know of the compositjon of 1 articles 
like baking-powders, and at all times being 
desirous of selling pure articles of food, we 
believe the information such as is suggested 
by the proposed bill—i. e., that the cans be 
plainly labeled as to the nature of their con- 
tents—is most righteous and just; the con- 
sumer can thereby purchase intelligently.”

AN EXCITING SCENE DISTURBS THE 
SECOND RACE AT GARFIELD. 


J. H. Magee Kesents Col. Clark’s Order to 


Change Jockeys on Po- 
lice Intimidated at the Point of a Re- 


volver-Owner and Horse Ruled Off—. 


Lizzie B. the Only Favorite to Win—A 
Serious Accident and Bad Riding. 
There were pistols drawn to prevent an 
official order being carried out at Garfield 
Park yesterday. It was during the betting on 


the second race. Signature, a horse whose 


peculiar running had been watched by form 
students for some time, was the favétite. He 
is owned by J. H, Magee, a stalwart turfman 
who has the reputation of caring for his rights 
in a forcible way. Five minutes before post 
time it was announced through the ring that 
Goodale would ride him instead of Griffin, 
lately designated by Col. Clark as an honest 
rider despite the recent Royal Flush and 
Drake episodes. Griffin was in fears over his 
displacement, while a spirited interview was 
going on in the judges’ stand between Col. 
Clark and Owner Magee. The latter declared 
that Griffin should ride, and exhibited tickets 
showing that he bad backed Signature $1,000 
worth and had friends with a great deal more 
on his horse. Col, Clark saw no reason to 
rescind his order. Magee declared that 
Goodale should net ride his horse. I'II 
scratch him flrst, he said hotly. Col. Clark 
sent police to the paddock to care for Signa- 
ture and carry out his order. Magee hurried 
after the messenger and found the horse in 
charge of an officer. 

Let go that horse’s head or. you'll get 
hurt, said Magee, with his hand on his hip. 
There was a pistol butt near the hand, and the 
horse was cast loose, Other guns were shown, 
too, and there was a dangerous-looking scene 
for a minute or two. Signature in the mean- 
time was cantering through the stables, with 
four or five policemen after him. 

At last Magee got his horse out of the gates, 
and putting a boy on his back ordered Signa- 
ture ridden away. 

Magee followed, and the official announce- 
ment quickly came that Signature and J. H. 
Magee were ruled off. Certainly under turf 
law Magee was wrong, though the change of 
~jockeys may not have been necessary. A new 
book was made, 

When the horses got off Whittier, with Tom 
Magee up, stumbled and fell before the stand, 
throwing Magee heavily. Vattell, with Keith 
on his back, was right behind Whittier, and 
fell over him, Kieth falling more heavily still, 
but missing the horse as he came over him. 
Magee ma to get up and stagger to the 
infield. Keith lay where he feil, and was 
picked up a limp mass witha badly fractured 
right arm.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON STATEMENT. 


The Movements for September the Largest 
for the Same Month Since the War. 

New Orzezans, La., Oct. 1.—The Septem- 
ber crop statement issued today by Secretary 
Hester of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, 
with the exception of last year, shows the 
largest movement of cotton for the first 
month of the season since the war. The 
amount brought into sight for the month was 
825,817 bales. against 856,488 in September, 
1890, and 668,988 in September, 1889, a de- 
crease from last year of 30,621, but an increase 
over the year before of . 156,829. The state- 
ment shows receipts at ports for the month of 
675,198 bales. against 722,779 last year; net 
shipments by rau overland, 85,893, against 
28,906; Southern mill takings (exclusive 
of amount consumed at ports), 48, 
842, against 48,318; interior town stocks, 
in excess of amounts held Sept. 1, 65,884, 
against 56,435. American. miils have taken 
during the month 168,775 bales, against 184,- 
885 last year, of which, by Northern spinners 
and Canada overland, 118,387, against 134,497. 
Foreign exports for September, 204,394 bales, 
showing a decrease from the same period last 
year of 149,749, and from year before last of 
96,444. Stocks at the seapertand twenty-nine 
leading Southern interior markets, at the close 


of September, were 731,024 bales, against | 


889,253 last year and 275,728 the year before 
last. Including stocks left over at ports and 
interior towns, and the number of bales of 
the new crop brought into sight during Sep- 
tember, the supply up to Oct.1 is 1,104,193 
bales, against 928,281 last year and 732,451 the 
year before. 


May Cause Wheat to Sprout. — 

St. Paul., Minn., Oct. 1.—[Special. ]—It has 
been raining for the last eighteen hours 
throughout North Dakota and Northern Min- 
nesota. Less than half the wheat is thrashed, 
and apprehension is expressed in some locali- 
ties that the grain will sprout in the shock. 
Tonight’s reports from St. Vincent and Ken- 
nedy Minn., and Larimore, N. D., say the rain 
will cause wheat to sprout. The general 
reports. however, indicate the cold wave will 
reach the Red River Valley in time to prevent 
serious injury to grain, The temperature is 
below the freezing int all over Northern 
Montana tonight and it is still snowing. 
cold wave will reach the Dekotas and Minne- 
sota tomorrow and continue over Saturday, 
with heavy frosts. 


Short Tobacco Crop. 

Sprineriztp, Mass., Oct. 1.—The excite- 
ment in the Connecticut tobacco market is 
increasing in intensity. Durmg the last ten 
days the range of prices paid has advanced 
from three to eight cents per pound over the 
prices current two weeks ago. The crop has 
cured in perfect shape, and sales are being 
made mostly at from 18 to 30 cents per pound 
for the entire crop, to be delivered in the 
bundle. The 1890 domestic crop contains 
25,000 less cases of wrappers than cigar 
manufacturers absolutely require during the 
current fiscal year, even admitting the supply 
of Sumatra leaf in the country is almost 
double what it is placed at by the trade. 


THEY RECALL THE DAYS OF 1814 


French Maneuvers on an Old Battlefield 
Where Blucher Whipped Bonaparte. 
The French maneuvers took place on his- 
toric ground. In the same region, toward the 
end of January, 1814, Napoleon I. resolved to 
attack Blücher, who, by a march through 
Saint Dizier, the Forest of Soutaines, and 
Brienne, sought tc unite with Swarzenberg. 
Napoleon had 82,000 troops, and expected, 
moreover, the help of Gérard’s division. 
Blücher's strength was about equal to 
Napoleon’s. He became acquainted with 
Napoleon’s intentions, and took a posi- 
tion at Brienne with the determination 
to hold it, but in consequence of the 
storming of the Castle of Brienne by Marshal 
Victor he was compelled to give it up. He 
was successful, however, in his attempt to 
unite. with Schwarzenberg, and when N eon 
resolved to give battle at La Rothiére the 
allies were 100,000 strong. The battle began 
at 2 p. m. Gérard commanded near Di e, 
the French right. wing of two diy 8; 
Marshal Victor, the center; al the line of 
La Rothibre, Le Petit Meanil. ant Chauménil ; 
and Marmont the left. 4,000 strong, pro- 
teeted by heavy artillery. After hot fig 
Blücher took La Rethiére, thus breaking the 
French line and forving Napoleon to retreat. 
In many respects the recent maneuvers were 
similar to the battle in question. |

Of 
course there was not the least foundation for 
this conviction, but in consequence of it orders 
were given that led to such annoyance to the 
Minister. All of the arrested were 
subjected to a searching of their clothing for 
letters, it being thought that their con- 
tents would throw light on the alleged 
conspiracy. When these letters were not dis- 
covered. the prisoners were discharged. Mr. 
Egan is determined not to surrender any one 
who has sought refuge of ‘the American flag 
unless a safe conduct into nbutral territory is 
guaranteed by the Junta or until the Minister 
receives an order from his State Department 
to give up the person. It is said that Minis- 
ter Egan’s son was among those arrested. 
Commodore Schley of the Baltimore re- 
turned here today from Santiago, whither he 
had gone to confer with Minister on 
K. affairs. He reports that all is quiet in 
antiago, 
It is probable that the Junta has received a 
hint from its representative at Washington 
that it has been act of late in rather too 
hasty a manner. members of the 
provisional government are desirous 
of cultivating the friendship of the 
United States and of avoiding any trouble 
with us or any other foreign nation. Word is 
just received by telephone from Santiago to 
the effect that everything is peacetul there, 
and that visitors to the American legation are 
no longer molested. 


LIBERTY FOR CHILEAN OFFICIALS. 


Permitted to Do as They Please in the 
Streets of Washington, 

Wasurtneton, D. C., Oct. 1,—[Special.]—At 
police headquarters in this city the utmost 
surprise is felt that the United States Minister 
to Chile, any attaché of the legation there, or 
any servant appertaining thereto should be 
molested or in the slightest degree hindered 
by the. Chilean authorities. This surprise is 
so sharply accentuated because of the almost 
boundless liberty of movement and course of 
life which are guaranteed the representatifes 
of Chile of high and lower degree and of their 
servants at the capital of the United States. 
In the office of the United States Marshal for 
the District ot Columbia there is kept a 
registry upon which are entered the names of 
all the servants and domestics of foreign le- 
gations located here. In the State Depart- 
ment there is, of course, a list embracing the 
Ministers resident, their clerks and attachés. 
These people, including their attachés and 
servants, are practically granted free swing in 
the capital of the United States. In order 
that the hand of the law of the United States 
may be laid upon them they must commit 
murder or some other heinous offense. 

The Chief of Police today recalled a num- 
ber of didos committed four or five years ago 
by a Secretary of the Chilean Legation who 
represented a country which is now doing all 
that it can to ernbarrass almost to the verge 
of insult the representatives. of the United 
States at Valparaiso. The Secretary in dis- 
cussion was Sefior del r 1. This young 
gentleman had a good deal of money and cut 
quite aswell in society. He frequently be- 
came intoxicated at public and private recep- 
tions and made of himself on many occasions 
an ass of as many @ifferent varieties. 


Shut Out from Society. 

, But he was tolerated for a long time in 
he Secretary of the 
Chilean Legation and had much money. His 
conduct at last became se obstreperous that 
he ceased to find the door open to him in that 
portion of Washington population known as 
society. He then became a nuisance to the 
police. He would accumulate what would be 
called in an ordinary person large jage”’ 
and proceed to raise the town. He whoo 


and yelled up and down the streets, acted like 


a wild Indian in the hotel corridors, invaded 
the theaters with his noise and recklessness— 


often 1 performers, The po- 
lice were powerless to do anything with 
him. Often they would pretend that they 
did not know who he was and took him to the 
station house. Upon such eccasions it was 
the custom of Del Campos to jump up and 
down on his hat and yell like a Commanche, 
He was never locked up, the police knowing 
better than to submit him to such an “ indig- 
nity.“ The Chief of Police showed the statute 
which granted the young ruffian indemnity, 


and which extends not only the freedom of the 


city, but about everythingelse to any one con- 
nected in any capacity with one of foreign 

ations in 

‘For instance,” said he, “any writ of 
process sued forth or prosecuted by any one 
whereby the person of any Amb or or 
other public Minister of any foreign State or 
any domestic or other servant of such Ambas- 

or or Minister may be arrested, and his or her 
goods and chattels attached, such writ shall 
be declared utterly null and void to all intents 
and purposes Whatever further than 
this, any person who should sue or prosecute 
any writ or process of the kind mentioned, 
— all lawyers connected with that side of 
the case would be deemed violators of the law, 
and subject to imprisonment not exceeding 
three years and fined at the discretion of the 
court, 


Liable to Prosécution. 

And again, if any person should assault, 
stnke, or imprison any Ambassador, his 
subordinates, or servants they would be liable 
to prosecution, imprisonment, and fine. If 
this does not free swing to all foreigners 
connected with the Legation and their serv- 
ants what could? 

These servants, be it borne in mind, must 
not necessarily be brought here by r em- 
ployers. Any one, even a colored man, picked 
up on the street and given employment at one 
of the various Legations in the city would 
enjoy these immunities. It is no wonder that 
we here are surprised at the manner in which 
the Chilean authorities have dealt with our 


Minister and his entourage. 


Financial Affairs in Argentina. 

Buzwos Ayres, Oct. 1.—The government 
has issued a decree the substance of which is 
the issuance of a forced currency and fixing 
the premium on gold at 150 per cent. The 
government has also suspended payments in 
gold for two years. In addition, a new mone- 
tary unit has been 3 composed of a 
fixed amount of silver and nickel. This money 
is now being coined. A committee has re- 
ported favorably on the issue of $4,500,000 in 
paper piastres and upon the estabhshmen 
a national Argentine bank. Congress has de- 
cided to prolong its present session in order 
to settle important pending affairs.

ALABAMA PAYING THE FIDDLER NOW. 


Gov. Jones Shows Why the State Should 
Beware of All Alliance Schemes. 
Monteomery, Ala., Sept. 29.—In a speech in 
Camden County today Gov. Thomas G. Jones 
formally accepted the issue of the pending 
campaign as being the Democracy against the 
Alliance. He charged the Alliance with the 
defeat of the soldiers’ home in Georgia, say- 
ing: They humiliated Georgia before the 
world.“ He combatted the Alliance ideas in 
detail, but his strongest point was his refer- 
ence to Alabama history as a warning against 
the Subtreasury scheme and the government 
land-loan idea. He said on this subject: 


As we all know, the State of Alabama once in- 
dulged in the business of banking or loaning 
money to the peters. The panic of 1537, however, 
caused great depression and suffering in Alabama. 
A ery came wp the — that the State 
must come to the rescue by lending. the people 
money. Acalled session of the Legislature was 
had, and in June, 1837, the State issued $5.000.000 
of bonds, which were sold at par and loaned 
through the banks to the people. The loans were 
required to be apportioned according to popula- 
tion in the several counties. 75 no individual 
could borrow more than $2,000. The loans were 
to be at 7 per cent interest, secured by two good 
and sufficient sureties. and, when required, by a 
deed of trust on real estate and slaves. : 

Men of ability and honesty conducted the banks, 
but they soon failed, entailing a flood of litiga- 
tion and distress upon the ple. The State was 
compelled to wind up the banks, and the taxpay- 
ers had to foot the bills, which were enormous. in 
the debt compromise of 1876 the bonds issued by 
the State to raise money to loan to the people 
were not scaled, thongh the rate of interest was 
reduced. This $5,000,000 issue of bonds now bears 
4 per cent interest, and the State pays $200,000 in- 
terest per annum onthem. The State also put 
into the banks the university fund, the Sixteenth 
Section fund, and the surplus revenue fund. All 
these trust funds were swallowed up in the opera- 
tions of the banks, and, in consequence, the State 
now pays yearly for interest on these trust funds 
in round numbers more than $162 000, 

The people of Alabama are paying today 8862. 
000 interest per year, or nearly $1,000 a day, on ac- 
count of a mistake on this line which our ances- 
tors made fifty years ago.

A Hundred Cattle Lost on the Voyage. 

The British steamer City of 
Lincoln, at Dundee from Montreal, reports that 
she encountered severe weather on the passage.

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TICKET AGENTS BOUNCED. 


GUILLOTINED BY EASTERN ROADS FOR 
RECEIVING COMMISSIONS, 


Other Western Lines than the Alton Found 
to Be Paying Commissions, but They 
Are Not Boycotted—The Great Northern 
Demoralizing East-Bound Freight Rates 
Southern Pacific Wants Reduced Kates 
on Canned Goods and Dried Fruit from 
the Pacific Coast—Other Railway News. | 


At the time of the recent wholesale dis-| 
charge of ticket ageuts on tne Lake Shore and | 
Michigan Southern and several other Eastern | 
lines the victims were notified to appeat in 
Cleveland to learn the reason why their gerv- 
ices were no longer required. Arriving there 
they were frigidly informed that in violation 
of the rules of the Central ‘l'raffic Association 
and the agreement between that association 
and the trunk lines they had accepted commis- 
sions for throwing business to sundry roads 
of the Western Traffic Association, which per- 
mits the practice. It appears that the ticket 
agents had been spotted and were given 
no chance to defend themselves. 

Were it not for the fact that it is well known 
to the officers of other strong Eastern lines, 
such as the New York Central, Pennsylvania, 
Big Four.“ and others, that their agents 
have been receiving commissions it might ap- 
pear at first sight as if the strong Eustern 
lines intended to continue their attempt to 
break up the practice of paymg or receiving 
commissions. The. Eastern lines which have 
boycotted the Alton because it refused to 
pledge itself not to pay commissions claim theit 
action was necessary to give them complete 
control of the routing of the business on the 
line of their own roads. But it is well known 
to them that, as all lines pay an equal com- 
mission to encourage the agents in working 
up a foreign business, they lose no inore con- 
trol of the direction of their business than if 
all lines ceased commission paynients. |

WORKING AGAINST CHICAGO, 


Chairman Faithorn’s Association Diserim- 
inates in Favor of Galveston. 

Chairman Faithorn of the Southwestern 
Railway and Steamship Association has issued 
a circular announcing a new schedule of rates 
on grain from Missouri, Kansas, and Nebras- 
ka to Galveston for export shipment. From 
the territory south and east of a direct line 
drawn from St. Joseph to Atchison, and thence 
via Valley Falls to Coffeyville the rates are to 
be ‘the same as from Kansas City to New Or- 
leans, which are 31 cents on wheat, 29 cents 
on oats, and 27 cents on corn. From points 
west of that territory the New Orleans rates 
are also to apply, except that from stations 
on the line of the Atchison, between Tlopeka 
and Arkansas City via Newton, the rates au- 
thorized are 34 cents on wheat, 30 cents on 
oats, and 29 cents on corn. The new 
tariff becomes effective Oct. 15. Naturally it 
is not liked by the Chicago roads that tap the 
same territory in Kansas and Nebraska, as it 
means a stiil greater diversion of business 
from their lines. The rates to Galveston are 
only a few cents higher than those to Chicago, 
and so far as the cost of transportation is con- 
cerned the seabvard is brought five or six hun- 
dred miles nearer to the Western farmer than 
it ie by the Chicago route. A short time ago 
the Commissioners ordered the Atchison to 
take out its low rates to Galveston. The new 
tariff does not conform with that order and 
seems to emphasize the determination of the 
Southwestern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion to control its own affairs independently 
of the Western Traffic Association.

PURCHASE OF A FAMOUS DIAMOND. 


The Negotiations Cause the Arrest of a Man 
Who Took Stone and Money. * 
ö [SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpox, Oct. 1,—Advices just received 
from Calcutta give thé details of a strange 
contest over one of the most famous diamonds 
in the world. The disputants are Nizam 
Hyderabad and Alexander Malcolm Geary 
Suborijee, alias Alexander Malcolm Jacob, 
whose strange history has been published in 
the famous novel of Marion Crawford, of 
which he is the hero under the name of Mr. 
Isaacs. The diamond in the transaction 1s 
known as the Imperial. st mw 8 
pure white stone, weighing 180 carats, 
while the Kohinoor only weighs 100 carats. 
The Imperial was formerly in the possession 
of Dom Pedro, and an attempt was made on 
the occasion of the Queen’s jubilee to present 
it to her Majesty. This failed, however, as the 
stone was valued at $1,000,000, and the lowest 
price that has been put on it since it has been 
cut is $750,000. Jacob is the biggest diamond 
dealer in India, supplying all the potentates 
with their precious jewels. It is said 
he made an agreement with Nizam 
last March to sell him the diamond 
for 46 lacs of rupees, or over $2,000,000. 
He showed a model of the stone in glass, and 
Nizam agreed to the price. Jacob said it was 
necessary to have an advance of 23 lacs of 
rupees before he made the purchase, Nizam 
consented to this, and deposited the 
money subject to Jacob’s order. Jacob 
bought the stone from some London dealers, 
agreeing to pay $750,000 for it, and forfeit 

$10,000 if the sale was not concluded. 
diamond duly arrived in May, and Jacob went 
to Nizam with it, but the latter was dissatis- 
fied, and by this time had repented of his 
offer and arbitrarily canceled the negotia- 
tions. This put Jacob in a bad fix, as he lost 
his forfeit money. It also appears that he had 
used a large part of the twenty-three lacs of 
ru placed to his credit in the purchase of 
valuable jewelry in the sale of a famous col- 
lection. Jacob notified the agents of the Lon- 
don jewelers at Calcutta that Nizam had re- 
duced his offer to sorte lacs and then he imme- 
diately left the place, having in his passession 
both the stone and the money Nizam had 
advanced. He refused to give up either. 
Jacob explained that Nizam had really agreed 
to pay forty lacs for the stone, and he would 
deliver it on condition that Nizam paid this 
amount and his expenses in addition. War- 
rants were issued for Jacob’s arrest, one com- 
manding him to deliver back the stone, tho 
other charging him with a criminal misappro- 
riation of twenty-three lacs of rupees. Jacob

TRADE WITH CANADIANS. 


MR. BLAINE WILL CONDUCT THE REC- 
IPROCITY NEGOTIATIONS. “ 
No One-Sided Propositions Will Be Con- 
sidered—Annoyances Caused by the Se- 
lection of Sites for Public Buildings— 
Increase in the European Demand for 
American Hog Products — Swelling the 
Circulation by the Refanding of the 
Bonds—General Washington News. 
_ Wasutneton, D. C., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—It 
is understood here that Secretary Blaine will 
be back in time to open the reciprocity nego- 
tiations with the Canadian Commissioners 
Oct. 12. The appointment of Sir John 
Thompeon, Minister of Justice, and the Hon. 
G. E. Foster, the Minister of Customs, em- 
phasizes the failure to reappoint Sir Charles 
Tupper. The latter’s double dealing in the 
negotiations last spring and his abuse of the 
United States while on the stump would have 
made his presence in an official capacity 
rather disagreeable. Sir Julian Parmcefote's 
part as the Minister from Great Britain will 
be purely formal. The Canadians know so 


much more about the subject than he 


does that Sir Julian would be out 
of place. There will be no special 
Commissioners from the United States. 
though ex-Minister Foster may act in an ad- 
visory capacity. The negotiations will be con- 
ducted by Secretary Blaine and President 
Harrison will take a personal interest in them. 
Before any progress is made the Canadians 
will have to modify their position. The re- 
ports from Ottawa show that the Conserva- 
tives are stilltrying to get up a jug-handled 
scheme based on the Elgin 1eciprocity treaty 
of 1854, with some misleading propositions in 
regard to the Atlantic fisheries. It seems to 
be a delusion of the leaders that they can fool 
the United States into accepting the Elgin 
treaty as a basis for concessions, They can- 
not. The McKinley law is pinching the 
Dominion farmers along the border and they 
will bel apt to insist on something like unre- 
stricted reciprocity. 


SITES FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Secretary Foster Will Try to Suggest a New 
Plan to Congress. 

Wasarneton, D. C., Oct. I.—[ Special. }—One 
of the subjects of which Secretary Foster will 
treat in his annual report will have reference 
to the method employed in the purchaseof sites 
for public buildings. The selection of sites 
for public buildings has for many years beena 
source Of great annoyance to the officers of 
the Treasury Department. The last Congress 
provided for such an unusual number of pub- 
lic Suildings that this annoyance has become 
an absolute nuisance and has taken up very 
much valuable time. The rivalry between 
different parts of a town or city in which a 
public building is to be erected brings on in- 
numerable controversies and the filing with 
the Treasury Department of tons of argu- 
ments pro and con, And then 
there is always a tendency 
when it is known that. a public 
building is to be builtin a town or city to ab- 
normally raise the price of a suitable place for 
it. It will be readily seen that collateral rea- 


sons furnish many ideas with which to impede | 


and clog a proper determination of the ques- 
tiofi at the hands of the Treasury Department 
officials. An old expedient has been to send 
out commissions to select sites. As a rule 
these commissions come back about as much 
mixed as were the papers in the office before 
théy took their departure. Judge Crounse, 
one of the Assistant Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury, had great trouble overthis matter dur- 
ding the last year. It is from his experience 
that Secretary Foster will embody his recom- 
ions on the subject, which will go into 
his annual report. The whole business in- 
yolves‘so many diverse interests and covers 
‘ country that it is a 
Foster, with Judge 
Crounse's assistance, can be able to evolve a 
system that will be satisfactory.

NOT THE MAN FOR THE PLACE. 


Why Ex-Senator Blair Iq Unfit to Be Pen- 
sion Commissioner. 

New York Sun: It is reported from Wash- 

ington on good authority that in connection 
with the probably impending retirement of 
Gen. Green B. Raum from the office of Pen- 
sion Commissioner Gen. Harrison is consid- 
ering the advisability of appointing to that 
post Mr. Henry W. Blair of New Hampshire. 
. « Rumor pcints to the Pension Office 
as the door at which the Hon. Henry W 
Blair wil! next knock. The salary is only 
$5,000 a year, less than one-half the value‘of 
the Chinese mission, but even $5,000 a year is 
better than nothing at all from the Federal 
Treasury and the expensive suspense of long 
waiting at Washington, or the uncertain re- 
turns of a hardscrabble law practice in the 
county courts of the Granite State. 
Here the New Hampshire statesman’s relent- 
less destiny takes the form of poor old Hannah 
Ladd, and fairly shrieks, “Blair for Pension 
Commissioner? Blair to Fae ve the interests 
of soldiers’ orphans and widows? Let me 
tell my story first, Benjamin Harrison!“ 

The case of Henry W. Blair against Hannuh 
Ladd of Holderness; N. H., was decided for 
the plaintiff at Plymouth in 1880 at the spring 
terin of the Supre oe Court. Judgment against 
the Widow was obtained by Mr. 
Blair, and a writ of execution in the 
penal sum of $200 was issued against 
the widow’s only earthly possession, a 
little $500 farm.

Blair’s law office in Plymouth to see about 
getting her pension. Mr. Blair explained in 
the Senate chamber, fifteen years later, that 
at that time he could not attend to pension 
cases without pecuniary sacrifice.

The Moon Not a Globe. 

Morristown, Tenn., 1891.—[ Editor of the Scien- 
tific American. I Photographs of the moon, tak- 
en at full, show, as I think, pretty clearly that 
that orb is not a globe inshape. It appears to be 
egg-shaped, with the small end pointing toward 
the earth. 

When the well-known facts are carefully con- 
sidered this is precisely what ought to be ex- 
pected. 

Matter at the surfacé of the moon is acted upon 
by two important forces. The lawof gravity 
would arrange the matter in a globe around the 
center, the moon alone considered. The attrac- 
uon of the earth, being always exerted in the 
same direction relative to the moon’s center, 
would constantly draw all fluid or plastic matter 
to the side next the earth. 

The sun shines not less than 325 hours con- 
secutively on any given point on the moon’s sur- 
face. Itis not probable that water on the sur- 
tace would remain frozen under such continued 
sunshine, so that doubtless the fluid parts of the 
moon’s surface, ebeying the constantly acting 
force that generates the tides on the earth, have 
long since gathered themeelves together on that 
side of the moon nearest the earth. 

This idea is not ipconsistent with anything de- 
veloped by the shadow of the moon in eclipses, 
nor with any known fact. 

Moreover. a careful examination of the appear- 
ance of the moon in her different phrases will, I 
think, show that her shades and light parts are 
inconsistent with globular form.

The causes operating to bring about 
this feeling were the private ‘cables indicating a 
change in the 2 abroad, but more than 
this the complaints t are pouring in from 
the Northwest of unthrashed grain exposed 
to almost continuous rains ‘in some dis- 
tricts for weeks. The reports of some of 
the elevator companies indicat an unex- 
pectedly large percentage of low-grade grain was 
another point that the shorts did not care to ig- 
nore, taken in connection with the fact that there 
is no large accumulation of stocks at any of the 
cities where there should liberal increases at 
this time. Milmine-Bodman: Pardridge, Mitchell, 
and the local crowd did most of the buying, which 
was at no time large, The late private cables 
showed a better tone in the Paris market and the 
closing price was the high point of the session. 
The cash market was moderately active, with 
prices firm in sympathy with the speculative 
market.
